PRIMARK and Marks & Spencer 
stores in Haverhill would help 
revive the town’s retail fortunes, 
according to a major shopping 
survey. 

The big names were the retailers 
most frequently mentioned in a 
survey of more than 1,000 shoppers 
quizzed in Haverhill to see how the 
town can attract more retail trade. 

Other names were River Island and BHS, 
while many said improvements were needed 
to the town’s market. 

The survey is part of efforts by Haverhill 
Town Council to curb the flow of shoppers 
travelling to Cambridge and Bury St 
Edmunds for their main shopping outings. 

A lack of sports, fashion, household goods 
and children’s games stores were also 
identified by the survey. 

Alan Caldwell, vice-chairman of Haverhill 
Chamber of Commerce, said: “Having an 
M&S store would be great for Haverhill. 

“If you don’t have big well-known high 
street names like M&S, people tend to head 
to the bigger shopping centre where they are. 
That is bad news for footfall and all those 
other specialist shops nearby. 

“It’s all about getting the right balance. You 
want big shops to generate footfall, but we 
also need to support smaller stores that 
Haverhill does very well.”

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Pupils take art 
to rail bridge 

HAVERHILL youngsters have completed a 
work of art to brighten up a dingy area under 
a former railway bridge. 

Chalkstone Middle School pupils painted 
the mural as part of a £2,500 project organised 
by Jo Ager, Suffolk County Council’s extended 
services development officer. 

She said the project began after an 
approach from the Chalkstone Residents’ 
Association. Artist Kevin Parker worked with 
13 Year 7 ‘gifted and talented’ art students. 

They had a workshop with the Haverhill 
History Group to hear about the railway and 
Mr Parker also helped the youngsters with 
different art styles. 

The mural was painted on wooden panels 
at the town’s Samuel Ward Academy. 

Mrs Ager said: “The experience has given 
the young people a unique opportunity to be 
a part of a community piece of art. This has 
not been a curriculum piece and they would 
not ordinarily have been able to have such an 
experience.” 

The cost of the materials and fixing the 
mural to the wall has been covered by the 
county council’s extended services budget 
and a donation from Cllr Anne Gower’s 
locality budget. 

The group is now looking for local support 
to produce a plaque to be placed on the wall 
next to the mural.

Petition submitted 
over research site 


PLANS for an £8 mill¬ 
ion research park in 
Haverhill have come 
under fire from resi¬ 
dents. 

People living in Han- 
chett End submitted a 
49-name petition 
against plans for the 
town’s western fringe 
at a public consult¬ 
ation launched by 
developers Caris- 
brooke Investments. 

Among their con¬ 
cerns were the suit¬ 
ability of the site, the 
buffer zone between 
homes and the pro¬ 
posed development 
and the cycle path, 
which they feared 
might become a hot¬ 
spot for anti-social 
behaviour by youths. 

Other respondents 
to the eight-day con¬ 
sultation at the Days 
Inn, Haverhill, said the 
proposed develop¬ 
ment was in the wrong 
location, should be 
used for housing and 
there were also con¬ 
cerns expressed over 
traffic congestion on 
theA1307. 

But Nic Rumsey, dir¬ 
ector of Carisbrooke, 
said the Haverhill 
Research Park would 
be an excellent “gate¬ 
way to the town” and 
hoped modern and 
superior architecture 
would represent the 
entrepreneurial spirit 
of Haverhill. 


He said: “This plan is 
an environmentally, 
economically and soc¬ 
ially sustainable dev¬ 
elopment. 

“The Haverhill Re¬ 
search Park will cont¬ 
ribute economically to 
Haverhill, creating jobs 
and business. Our 
ambition is for this to 
be a joint public and 
private partnership.” 

The revised Master- 
plan will be presented 
for agreement of the St 
Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council, which 
has loaned the scheme 
£750,000, on April 5. 

If the plans are 
accepted and outline 
planning application is 
approved this year, it is 
anticipated that the 
first occupants of the 
Haverhill Research 
Park could be in by 
spring 2013. 

Elaine Carr, owner of 
thebestofhaverhill, 
added: “Nic’s present¬ 
ation to an audience of 
local businesses and 
organisations was well 
received. 

“The feedback from 
the event was that the 
local business comm¬ 
unity was excited at 
the opportunities that 
the project could bring 
to the town, both in 
terms of potential 
employment and 
raising the profile of 
Haverhill.”

As well as working 
with Tesco PR guru 
Professor Andrew 
Fearne, Haverhill 
Town Council is also 
looking to employ a 
student from Kent 
Business School to 
create strategies to 
retain shoppers, such 
as a town centre loy¬ 
alty card scheme. 

It is asking St Ed¬ 
mundsbury Borough 
Council to allocate it 
£1,000, so a suitable 
student could be 
hired to do such work 
- instead of a consult¬ 
ant who would cost 
four times as much. 

Other possible init¬ 
iatives could include 
setting up Haverhill 
shopper focus groups 
to monitor the quality 
of retail experience in 
the town and working 
more closely with the 
town’s chamber of 
commerce.

REVISED plans for a £12 
million retail and business 
park in Haverhill have been 
re-submitted by developers. 

Based around a new Wickes 
builders’ merchant, the shopping 
centre in Ehringshausen Way will 
include three retail warehouse 
outlets, nine smaller trade ware¬ 
houses, 11 ‘starter units’ for local 
businesses and a fast-food rest¬ 
aurant. 

Developers, Cambridge-based 
HPG Development, estimate the 
project will create 250 jobs. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
original plans for the park were 
turned down by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council last October over 
fears the new businesses could hit 
town centre trade. 

The council’s planning comm¬ 
ittee is expected to reconsider the 
plans at the end of next month. 

HPG Development director 


William fewson said: “The new 
retail units we are proposing will 
be strictly limited to bulky goods, 
which will complement, rather 
than compete with, the town 
centre. 

“This will improve the quality 
and diversity of retail provision in 
the town and, by helping en¬ 
courage more people to shop 
locally, help stimulate further 
improvement to the town centre. 

“We’ve worked hard to address 
concerns raised about our earlier 
scheme. 

“As a result, the proposals now 


on the table offer not only huge 
benefits for Haverhill, but also the 
best development possible for this 
gateway site for the town and 
economy.” 

The firm has also pledged 
£250,000 towards improvements 
to the town centre and transfer of 
land at the rear of the derelict site 
to a county wildlife site. 

Mr Jewson added: “These new 
regeneration proposals demon¬ 
strate our long-standing comm¬ 
itment to working with the 
borough council to deliver much- 
needed investment to Haverhill.”

The Rosie records 
rise in twin births

are sent to the Rosie’s 
world-class facilities 
from across the region if 
they are expecting a 
complicated birth. 

Triplets - once very 
rare - have also been 
more commonplace, 
with five sets delivered in 
2008, three in 2007 and 
one set of quads arriving 
in 2009. 

Victoria Thompson, 
from Haverhill, whose 
identical twins Aiden and 
Owen were born on New 
Year’s Day last year, said: 
“There are quite a few 
twins living near us. 

“I went to Tesco last 
week and there were four 
sets of twins there - one 
in every aisle. 

“It was a complete 
surprise when I heard I 
was having twins. I felt a 
bit poorly and went to 
have a scan. 

“The doctor asked me 
if there was a history of 
twins in my family. I said 


‘yes’ and that’s how we 
found out.” 

Victoria added: “It was 
a surprise but a really 
lovely one.” 

However, the surge in 
multiple births has put 
extra pressure on the 
maternity hospital, 
which delivered almost 
5,800 births last year. 

Dr Ralph Robinson, 
former consultant 
obstetrician and 
gynaecologist at the 
Rosie, said: “Twins are 
bad news, from a clinical 
point of view. 

“They are more likely 
to be born prematurely, 
will require more ante¬ 
natal and post-natal care 
and are usually born by 
caesarean section. 

“Identical twins can 
often share a circulation 
system, which can pose 
risks during later stages 
of pregnancy too. 

“Family breakdown is 
much higher among par¬ 
ents of twins or triplets. 
Looking after one baby is 
a big task, so having two 
can be a real strain.

“However, I have two 
grandchildren who are 
twins and they are 
wonderful.” 

Work on the new £30 
million extension to the 
Rosie, which began in 
November, will increase 
the number of cots from 
33 to 58, with extra spaces 
for the sickest children 
born prematurely.

T he number of 
twins born at 
The Rosie has 
almost doubled in 
just eight years, the 
Weekly News can 
reveal. 

Figures show 107 twins 
and three sets of triplets 
were born at the 
Cambridge maternity 
hospital last year, 
compared to 59 multiple 
births in 2002. 

The boom in twins 
meant the hospital’s 
twinning rate of 18.1 was 
significantly above the 
national average of 16 
multiple births per 1,000 
- reaching 20 per 1,000 in 
2006 and 2007. 

Doctors believe the 
boom is explained by 
several factors, including 
more older mothers in 
Cambridgeshire, the 
proximity of Bourn Hall 
IVF fertility clinic and 
that many mums-to-be

Bus pass axe sparks 
anger from parents 


ANGRY parents have slam¬ 
med plans to axe subsidised 
bus passes for children 
travelling from Haverhill to 
nearby faith schools. 

With no Catholic school in 
Haverhill, about 130 children travel 
each day to St Louis Middle and St 
Benedict’s Upper, in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

But plans by Suffolk County 
Council to scrap subsidised bus 
passes from September could hit 
many families hard. 

With the ‘third child free’ scheme 
also to go, the cost to a family of 
three children is set to rise more 
than £1,500 a year - from £780 to 
£2,340. 

Parents met county councillor 
Anne Gower at Haverhill Library on 
Saturday to discuss the controv¬ 
ersial changes. 

Eleanor Davison, from Parents 
Against Public Transport Cuts 
Haverhill, said: “These proposed 
cuts and additional charges 
effectively put a stop to parental 
choice for those of a lower or lower- 
middle income. 

“Those who send their children 
to the Roman Catholic schools in 
Bury usually have very strong 
religious reasons for doing so. 

“Many families will be unable to 
afford to send their children to their 
nearest faith school. The cuts also 
affect children travelling to Bury St 
Edmunds from Sudbury and

Newmarket. 

“Currently, some 500 students 
travel to the Catholic Pyramid 
schools in Bury St Edmunds, 
around 130 of these from Haverhill 
and surrounding areas. 

“Particular concerns have been 
expressed for those students in the 
middle of their GCSE/A-level 
courses. 

“There are also grave concerns 
about the change because, if 
parents start to withdraw their 
children, there would be concerns 
for the schools’ future in the long 
term.” 

The plans are part of cuts by 
Suffolk County Council of £125 
million over the next four years, 
which will include the loss of 1,500 
council jobs and the outsourcing of 
virtually all services. 

Under current arrangements, the 
county council has an obligation to 
provide free home-to-school tran¬ 
sport for children aged between 11 
and 16, whose parents have 
expressed a preference for a faith 
school and who live more than two 
miles, but no more than 15 miles, 
from their school. 

The Explorer Card used by some 
families is also to be axed on April 
1, while the 945 bus route, currently 
run by Mulley’s, is up for tender in 
lune. 

Concerned parents have been 
lobbying their MPs and county 
councillors and signing online 
petitions during the consultation 
period, which ends tomorrow.

Children will pay 
for bus cutbacks 

Sir, Suffolk County Council would 
like to cut the subsidised transport 
being offered to pupils of St Louis 
School in Newmarket (and St 
Joseph’s, Sudbury and St Felix, 
Haverhill) that takes them to the 
linked middle and upper schools in 
Bury St Edmunds. 

Readers may consider that any 
“subsidy” towards a faith school 
system is unfair, but they should be 
aware that this bus subsidy pales 
against the large subsidies paid into 
these faith schools, year on year, by 
the diocese. 

In other words, the generous 
donations of parishioners are the 
main subsidy for these schools, 
saving the taxpayers money. 

But we also need to think through 
the consequences of the council’s 
proposal. Many parents will struggle 
on, paying large sums to get their 
children to their middle and upper 
schools any way they can. 

Children will be put at risk walking 
the streets on dark evenings to take 
public transport. Others will be 
driven, adding 100 or more cars to 
the congestion in central Bury twice 
a day instead of a few buses, with the 
linked pollution and carbon 
emissions. 

As and when parents find they 
cannot afford the time or cost of this 
new routine, children’s education will 
be disrupted in all schools as they are 
moved from one to another mid¬ 
term, affecting class sizes and 
teaching schedules. And just one 
tragedy - a road accident or some 
abuse incident - will cost the council 
and taxpayer far more in terms of 
medical or legal action than their 
proposed £160,000 saving. 

Take that out of chief executive 
Andrea Hill’s £220,000 salary and she 
would still be earning more than 
most of us, and hundreds of 
children’s education could continue 
undisturbed.

MP delves into grassroots issues 



WEST Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock visited Haverhill 
last Friday to chat to 
schoolchildren about 
politics and to meet a local 
community group. 

After starting the day by 
meeting the chief executive 
of Suffolk Primary Care 
Trust, Dr Paul Watson, at 
Clements Surgery in 
Greenfields Way to discuss 
NHS services in the area, 
the Conservative politician 
headed to Castle Hill Middle 
School to have a question 
and answer session with 
Year 8 pupils.

“It was a fairly tough 
probing, but Mr Hancock 
spoke to the children more 


informally over coffee 
afterwards and spoke to 
children who did not have 
time to ask their questions.” 

Mr Hancock’s next stop 
was to meet Henry Wilson, 
project manager of REACH 
community group, at 
Haverhill Food Bank in the 
Lime Grove Estate to see 
the work REACH do to help 
local people with debt 
issues. 

REACH - which stands 
for restore, encourage, 
active involvement in the 


community bringing hope - 
was launched over a year 
ago with the aims of 
relieving poverty, increasing 
community cohesion and 
engagement, and 
encouraging family well¬ 
being. 

Mr Hancock met a 
number of volunteers who 
help organise the food and 
packing at the food bank, 
and make sure the less 
fortunate are catered for. 

Mr Wilson then took his 
guest to the REACH 


Resource Centre in the 
Clements Estate in 
Haverhill. The centre gives 
REACH volunteers time to 
meet people with debt 
problems in private and 
welcoming surroundings, 
and talk them through 
specific issues.

Mum jailed for 
smuggling bid 


A MOTHER of four caught 
trying to smuggle drugs 
into a prison has been 
jailed. 

Lindsey Horton, 31, was jailed 
for eight months after she was 
spotted on CCTV at Highpoint 
prison near Haverhill as she 
passed a £5 wrap of cannabis to 
her former partner in the visitors’ 
area. 

Horton, of Lowestoft, admitted 
taking an illegal substance into a 
prison. 

Naomi Turner, prosecuting at 
Ipswich Crown Court, said Hor¬ 
ton was arrested after she was 
spotted handing over the wrap on

the prison CCTV on November 1. 

She admitted what she had 
done, although the cannabis was 
never found by prison staff. 

She passed the drug to lames 
Pollard, her former partner, who 
was serving a two-and-a-half 
year sentence for handling stolen 
goods. 

The court heard that Horton 
had a previous conviction for 
cultivating cannabis and two 
cautions for being in possession 
of the drug. 

Paul Forshaw, in mitigation, 


said: “This is a sad case where 
one moment of sheer stupidity 
put Miss Horton’s liberty at risk.” 

Previous requests for the 
supply of cannabis and a mobile 
phone had been resisted by 
Horton but on this occasion she 
gave in, said Mr Forshaw. 

He said Horton, who works as a 
part-time barmaid and cleaner, 
has four children aged between 3 
and 10. 

On Boxing Day she was the 
victim of a serious assault which 
resulted in her arm being 
repaired with a metal plate and 
dozens of stitches.

Fighting the cuts: crews will join in this weekend’s rally in London to protest 
against cuts to Suffolk’s fire service. 


FIREFIGHTERS are step¬ 
ping up their campaign 
against cuts planned in 
Suffolk. 

Part of the cuts includes pro¬ 
posed service reductions at 
Haverhill fire station. 

Haverhill is currently covered 
by firefighters seven days a week, 
but the cuts could reduce full¬ 
time cover to five days. 

Four jobs could also go. 

Andy Message, a Haverhill- 
based firefighters who is also 
acting secretary of the Suffolk 
branch of the Fire Brigades 
Union, has also highlighted a 
proposed reduction in fire safety 
inspections. 

He said: “Fewer inspections 
will mean more chance of dang¬ 
erous breaches of fire safety 
regulations, putting the public at 
risk, and will mean less chance of 
those ignorant or unscrupulous 
owners getting found out or 
prosecuted for offences such as 
locking fire exits and blocking 
escape routes.” 

Currently, Suffolk’s fire safety 
officers conduct around 1,500 


inspections a year, follow up 
complaints made by the public 
and advise on plans for new 
buildings. 

Andy Vingoe, Suffolk FBU 
chairman, said: “The fire safety 
department provide vital support 
for owners and managers of 
premises. 

“This cut will mean Suffolk 
County Council has less resil¬ 
ience in helping people stop fires 
in the first place at the same time 
as they are cutting the frontline 
resources to respond to 999 fire 


calls. This is a recipe for disaster." 

Fire crews from Suffolk will be 
joining the London march and 
rally organised by the TUC on 
Saturday to protest at Govern¬ 
ment and council spending cuts. 

Others will be speaking to 
shoppers in Felixstowe where 
cuts are planned.

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eventful life of a 
horsewoman

T he sport of 
eventing has 
long been 
associated with the 
rich and elite; 

Britain's last world 
champion was Zara 
Phillips, 

granddaughter of the 
Queen, no less. 

But one horsewoman 
who regularly competes at 
Burghley and adminton 
Horse Trials most 
definitely isn’t from the 
landed gentry Phoebe 
Buckley is a Romany 
Gypsy who grew up riding 
bareback. 

Now based at the Ely 
Eventing Centre in Little 
Downham, the 26-year-old 
looks after and competes 
on 13 horses for different 
owners, and two of her 
own, Gordon and Colin. “I 
called him Colin because 
when I got him he was so 
boring,” says Phoebe with 
a grin, as she grooms his 


glossy coat. 

She also teaches to earn 
extra cash, as keeping her 
horses is so expensive. “I 
only do it because I love it,” 
she says. “If I had any 
sense I’d do something 
different.” 

But Phoebe was 
destined to ride. Growing 
up in her parents’ mobile 
home in Willingham, she 
was surrounded by horses. 

“My dad always had 
them - Gypsies just do - so 
that was how I started,” 
says Phoebe, pointing to a 
photograph of her as a 9- 
year-old riding bareback. 
“That stallion was 
unbroken as well! 

“It’s so funny; you think 
about how safety- 
conscious people are now, 
and my dad was just like 
‘off you go’, in a 40-acre 
field. I remember falling off 
quite a bit, but you just get 
back on and learn to hang 
on tighter,” she grins. 

“Now I’m known for - 
touch wood - not falling

off very often, and I think 
that’s why; because I 
learned to hang on for 
dear life without a saddle.” 

But Phoebe, an only 
child, was alone in her 
hobby. Her Gypsy friends 
were, she says, “much 
more into girly stuff. 

Riding wasn’t the ladylike 
thing to do; I was probably 
quite a tomboy, and from 
really young I didn’t mix 
with other Gypsies very 
much because of it.” 

By the age of 11, she was 
determined to learn 
properly and “nagged and 
nagged” her parents until 
they let her have weekly 
riding lessons. Soon after, 
they bought her a pony, 
Misty. 

“We got her from 
Cambridge Horse Sales for 
about 200 quid, and she 


was absolutely foul,” 
laughs Phoebe. “She 
bucked me off all the time 
and nearly put me off 
because she was so 
horrible. But then I got an 
upgrade to Spice, who was 
fantastic.” 

It was on Spice that 
Phoebe entered her first 
gymkhana - and entered a 
whole new world. 
Surrounded by Arabellas 
and Lucindas, the class 
difference went right over 
her head, but her father 
spotted it straight away. 

“We’d bought this trailer 
off a local and I was so 
proud of it. And we’d 
bought this really cheap 
saddle; the leather had 
split, and my mum had 
stitched it up with black 
cotton. 

“I thought I was the 


bee’s knees, but Dad said 
we got there and there 
were obviously very smart 
ponies and people with 
lots of money. And he said 
to himself‘Christ alive, she 
isn’t going to stand a 
chance’.” 

He was wrong - Phoebe 
came a respectable third. 
“Dad was really proud, and 
thought ‘well maybe it isn’t 
all about what you’ve got, 
it’s about what your pony 
does’. 

“And he’s right. It doesn’t 
matter how smart your 
lorry or saddle is; if your 
horse doesn’t want to do it 
on the day, he won’t! 

“I was really played off 
against Zara Phillips a 
couple of years ago. Zara’s 
really fun; she’s absolutely 
brilliant. But if Colin, for 
instance, decided he didn’t

want to go eventing, it 
wouldn’t matter if I rode 
him or if Zara rode him; he 
has no concept of how 
important she is.” 

Known for being able to 
calm the feistiest horses, 
Phoebe puts her skills 
down to her patience - 
and an affinity with being 
unhappy. 

“There have been times 
when I haven’t been 
treated particularly kindly 
by people,” she admits. 

“I was terribly bullied at 
school, really badly 
bullied. I was chubby and 
ugly, and I was one of 
those kids who desperately 
tried to be cool, so 
therefore I was really 
uncool!” 

Phoebe laughs at the 
memory, but it was clearly 
a painful time. As the only 
Gypsy in her class at 
Cottenham Village College, 
she was teased mercilessly 
and was once even locked 
in an industrial bin. 

“It’s really hard, because 
you try and defend 
yourself, but kids are so 
cruel - they have no idea. 
So I just left.” 

Leaving school at the 
age of 13 wasn’t 
uncommon for Gypsies, 
although Phoebe admits 
she now wishes she’d 
stayed to get some 
qualifications. “But 
actually I was so wrapped 
up in the horses that it 
would have fizzled out, 
because that was all I 
wanted to do.” 

It was at this point that 
Phoebe met Toni and 
Tania Liddle, who ran a 
yard breaking in 
racehorses for Henry Cecil. 
They’d spotted Phoebe 
riding as they hacked past 
and, impressed by her 
skills, offered her a job. 
“Toni was basically my 
mentor and made me 
what I am, really,” she says. 

Phoebe worked there 
until the age of 18, when 
she briefly returned to the 
Gypsy world. “I probably 
wanted to do the things 
that 18-year-olds want to 
do, and have a bit of a life 
outside the horses,” she 
explains. 

“I had a nice time, but I 
was still very much 
thinking ‘this isn’t the life 
for me’. I certainly wouldn’t 
have wanted to get 
married; I was too used to 
my independence.” 

Phoebe describes 
herself as a Romany Gypsy 
rather than a traveller. 
“There’s a massive 
difference; it doesn’t really 
bother me but it gets my 
dad really upset!” she 
smiles. 


“The Romany Gypsies 
are people who were 
brought up in wagons. 
They’re quiet and polite, 
and keep themselves to 
themselves. But travellers 
are more like what’s been 
on My Big Fat Gypsy 
Wedding.” 

She’s referring, of course, 
to the hugely popular 
Channel 4 series, in which 
brides from the travelling 
community donned 
colossal, frothy wedding 
dresses that would make a 
Disney princess blanche. 
Did she watch the show? 

“Yeah, and if I ever wore 
anything like that, I would 
still be locked in my room 
now!” she laughs. 

“My family certainly 
wouldn’t wear things like 
that; it’s a real Irish thing. 
That whole series was 
about the Irish; it should 
really have been called My 
Big Fat Irish Gipsy 
Wedding; they’re really 
over-the-top and in your 
face,” she explains. 

“It was really good telly, 
but it has to be taken with 
a massive pinch of salt.” 

But it is true, she says, 
that Gypsy girls dream of 
getting married and having 
babies. Most marry in their 
teens, and her friends are 
all now mums. “They 
thought I was absolutely 
crackers because I didn’t 
want kids -1 still don’t,” she 
says. 

Instead, Phoebe’s babies 
are her horses, and 
eventing is her life. Rather 
like an equestrian 
triathlon, it’s a triple¬ 
hander made up of 
dressage, showjumping 
and - Phoebe’s favourite - 
cross country (“I’m a real 
adrenalin junkie,” she 
says). 

She has been hugely 
successful too: crowned 
National Under 25 
Champion in 2005, Phoebe 
went on to win gold at the 
Young Rider European 


Championships in 
Sweden. 

But with truly great 
horses costing more than 
£150,000, Phoebe is 
realistic about her future. 

“I’d love to think I was 
good enough to be world 
number one, but because 
our sport is so money- 
orientated, I don’t think I’ll 
have the financial 
backing,” she says. “Senior 
teams, medals, die 
Olympics would all be 
nice, but it’s all about luck.” 

In the meantime, 

Phoebe will carry on 
eventing against her 
wealthy competitors, 
insisting that their 
moneyed background 
doesn’t bother her: “No no, 
not at all! At the top of the 
sport, it doesn’t matter how 
rich you are. Everybody 
knows you’re there 
through luck, hard work 
and determination.” 

And what about her 
Gypsy friends; do they look 
up to her? “I’m not sure I’ve 
done anything for them to 
look up to,” she says, 
modestly. “But I think 
certainly they’ve got 
respect for the fact that I 
earn my own money. 

“One of my cousins, 
who’s married with a 
couple of kids, said it must 
be so nice not to have to 
ask for money. Because 
they’re housewives, they 
don’t have any income. 

“I don’t have to ask 
anybody for anything, so 
that would be quite a 
culture shock for me, to 
suddenly have to rely on 
somebody.” 

And sure enough, her 
boyfriend of five years, 
who’s from a non¬ 
travelling background, has 
asked her to move in with 
him. “But I’m dragging my 
feet,” she smiles, before 
climbing on to Colin and 
trotting away.

Cut In 
petrol 
duty Is 
‘boost’

WEST Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock has welcomed plans to 
cut fuel duty by lp. 

Mr Hancock, who is Chancellor 
George Osborne’s chief of staff, said the 
decision to cut fuel duty immediately 
and postpone a 4p a litre petrol hike 
would please many of his constituents. 

He said: “In the run up to the Budget, 
the overwhelming demand I heard 
across West Suffolk was for help for 
families and businesses with the cost of 
fuel. 

“The Chancellor has delivered more 
than I could have hoped for. 

“And with everyone able to earn 
another £600 before they start paying 
tax, on top of the £1000 already 
announced, that's up to £325 extra in 
the pocket - very welcome. 

“In terms of supporting the economy, 
today’s budget is extremely strong. 

“The focus on enterprise and growth 
opens up huge opportunities to the 
people of West Suffolk - particularly 
given our proximity to Cambridge and 
Norwich, both of which have research 
centres that will benefit from infra¬ 
structure projects. 

“The emergency budget ‘rescue 
mission’ of last June secured the 
foundations of our economy, and today 
Britain has been given the tools to build 
on them. I know that the measures will 
benefit small businesses across my 
constituency, and I welcome them 
wholeheartedly.” 

Meanwhile, charities such as St 
Nicholas Hospice Care received good 
news from Mr Osborne’s budget. 

Changes to Gift Aid mean small 
donations - including those put in 
collection pots or charity buckets - will 
now qualify for Gift Aid tax relief, up to 
an annual threshold. 

The hospice will no longer have to 
obtain signed Gift Aid declarations on 
the first £5,000 of small donations to 
qualify for the 25 per cent tax relief, 
instead, Gift Aid will be automatically 
applied. 

“When you put a donation in a St 
Nicholas Hospice Care collection box, 
you know it will now work even harder 
for the charity,” said Georgina Carr, 
individual giving manager. 

“This, along with other changes 
announced in the Budget, are good 
news for charities. We hope they will 
encourage people to give to St Nicholas 
Hospice Care.” 

In another change, the Gift Aid 
benefit limit is being increased from 
£500 to £2,500. This, according to the 
Government, will give charities more 
leeway to persuade wealthy individuals 
to give more. 

The Government has also pledged to 
explore how to increase the take-up of 
payroll giving, mileage rate claims are 
being extended to include volunteers 
travelling in charity vehicles, and an 
online system for filing Gift Aid Claims 
will be introduced by 2013.

A spokesman also denied 
that the pictures were only of 
£218,000-a-year chief execut¬

He said: “It is true to say that 
the figure of £1474.74 for 
photography supplied in a 
recent Freedom of Information 
request was assigned to the 
name of the chief executive. 

“Unfortunately, and on 
reflection, that was mislead¬ 
ing. 

“The actual invoice supplied 
by the photographer shows 
that £1474.74 was the total 


figure charged for two separate 
pieces of work on fune 25 and 
fuly 3, 2009. 

“The work also included 
portraits of 14 councillors, the 
election of the chair and vice 
chair of the council and 
coverage of a community sem¬ 
inar. 

“It is entirely wrong to 
suggest £1474.74 was spent 
solely on photographs of And¬ 
rea Hill.”

FELICITY Jones confirms her 
reputation as one of our 
brightest acting talents in Phil 
Traill’s life-affirming comedy 
about a young woman’s 
struggle to vanquish her inner 
demons. 

The Birmingham-born actress 
effortlessly slaloms between 
slapstick and heart-tugging 
emotion in Tom Williams’s 
predictable yet unabashedly 
crowd-pleasing script.

GARDENING 


Give your grass touch of class 



I MAGINE a sea of green 
velvet devoid of lumps, 
bumps, mole hills and moss. 
Now look at your lawn. 

Of course, not all of us have the time 
to lovingly tend our lawns so they won’t 
harbour the odd dandelion or have fallen 
victim to patches of moss or divots 
created by animals or children, but there 
are ways to spruce up your lawn to make 
it look at least presentable. 

In spring, many gardeners consider 
starting from scratch and laying a new 
lawn from seed or turfing an area, but 
remember that the ground needs to be 
well prepared before you start and that 
grass, as a rule, is a high maintenance 
option. 

Don’t think that a bit of weeding, 
feeding and watering alone is going to 
assure you of a bowling green finish. If 
you are time-pressed, you may have to 
accept, and start to enjoy, the weeds and 
moss that will creep into your lawn. But 
to many, as long as their lawn is green, 
flat and healthy, that’s all that matters. 

Lawns are frequently the focal point of 
the garden and make a neat, defining 
edge to beds and borders. So when lawn 
edges become overgrown and tatty, it can 
have an adverse effect on the look of the 
whole garden. 

Now might be a good time to have a 
walk in your garden and examine the 
state of your lawn edges. They are fairly 
easy to repair and it doesn’t have to be 
too time-consuming a task. 

If you have a damaged lawn edge, first 
cut out a rectangle of turf with a half

moon edger, incorporating the affected 
grass and using a straight edge such as a 
plank of wood as a guide. Then turn the 
turf around so that the damaged edge is 
nearer the middle of the lawn. 

The gap created by the jagged edge 
which is now further into the lawn 
should be filled with garden soil, sifted 
to a fine tilth. Then firm and level it to 
make sure it is flush with the 
surrounding grass. 

Sow grass seed on top, water well and 
cover the hole with clear plastic sheeting 
until the seeds have germinated, to help 
retain moisture and keep birds at bay. 

Other maintenance jobs which will 
greatly improve the look of your lawn 
can also be done in spring. 

Use a spring-tine rake to remove 
winter debris, break up small amounts of 
thatch and lift the grass leaves and weed 
stems. Raking can be quite hard work 
and you can hire special raking machines 
which are less arduous. 

Re-seeding worn areas and bare 
patches should be done towards the end 
of March or in April if the weather is 
extremely cold and the ground soggy. 


If the whole lawn looks thin with lots 
of bare patches, try oversowing it with 
grass seed of a similar type. 

You may also want to flatten your lawn 
or remove any lumps and bumps which 
have appeared over the years. To do this, 
cut out the turf, remove the soil 
underneath to lose the bump and then 
replace it. Fill in any cracks with sifted 
soil and water in well. Bare patches can 
either be re-seeded or re-turfed. 

A good feed and water will also make 
an amazing difference to the grass, 
particularly if you use a mechanical 
distributor. A fertiliser containing both 


quick-acting and slow-acting nitrogen is 
best in spring or summer. 

Many gardeners will notice big 
patches of moss on their lawn, a problem 
exacerbated by wet weather, poor 
drainage and lack of light. Improve 
aeration by regular spiking with a fork. If 
shade is a factor, consider reducing the 
canopies of any nearby trees. 

Alternatively, if you have moss in a 
shady area under trees and you don’t 
have much time for lawn maintenance, it 
might be worthwhile encouraging the 
moss in these areas by removing the 
grass. 


If your grass is in great condition, 
moss is unlikely to take a foothold. Feed 
it in spring or early summer and water 
well before it shows signs of stress from 
drought. 

Wormcasts are a problem for many 
and need removing from the lawn with a 
stiff broom before the first mow. 

When the grass is 3 in (8cm) high, you 
can cut it for the first time. But make 
sure the mower blades are sharp and set 
them high. Also, take account of the 
weather. If it’s wet or frosty, delay the 
first cut. And don’t leave your clippings 
on the lawn at this time of year.

MUGEN Euro is developing 
a highly-tuned version of 
Honda’s CR-Z, which will 
deliver “Type R-like” 
performance from the 
hybrid’s petrol-electric 
powertrain - and may offer 
even better fuel economy. 

This faster, more powerful 
car will make its world debut 
at the Goodwood Festival of 
Speed in July. 

The CR-Z Mugen will 
feature enhancements to 
both the 1.5-litre i-VTEC 
petrol engine and the Honda 
IMA system to boost power 
and torque, while bespoke 
brakes and suspension will 
be fitted to improve the 
chassis dynamics. 

The major engine 


changes, and those made to 
exhaust and induction, may 
even result in greater mpg 
and lower C02 emissions 
during some conditions. 
However, at this early 
development stage, final 
power, torque and fuel 
economy figures are not yet 
known. 

Lightweight components, 
including a carbon fibre 
bonnet, will be employed to 
lower the overall weight, and 
the car will use Mugen alloy 
wheels to reduce unsprung 
mass.

AVERAGE carbon dioxide 
(C02) emissions from new 
cars fell 3.5 per cent last year 
compared with 2009. 

The fall in 2010 means that 
new-car C02 emissions have 
declined by more than 20 per 
cent since 2000, figures from the 
Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders (SMMT) showed. 

In 2000, average new car C02 
emissions were 181.0 grammes 
per 1 kilometre (181.0g/km). By 
2009 this figure had fallen to 
149.5g/km, and it went down to 


144.2g/kmin2010. 

Last year, 56.5 per cent of new 
cars had a C02 emission level of 
140g/km or less, with 38.2 per 
cent being under 130g/km and 
1.8 per cent being under 
lOOg/km. 

In contrast, in 2000 no new 
cars were under lOOg/km, while 
only 0.9 per cent were under 
130g/km and only 8.2 per cent 
were under 140g/km. 

In 2009 (the last year for which 
data is available) C02 emissions 
from all cars in use in the UK fell

by 2.7 per cent compared with 
2008. This 2009 figure was 7.8 per 
cent below the 2000 level. 

According to European 
Commission (EC) figures, among 
15 main EU countries, the UK - 
at 149.7g/km - had the ninth 
lowest average new car C02 
emission levels in 2009. 

The average for these 15 
countries in 2009 was 145.7g/km, 
with France having the lowest 
levels (133.5g/km) and Sweden 
the highest (164.5g/km). 

EC regulations in place for 
2012 set a target of 130g/km for 
new cars by 2015. 

The overall plan is for this 
target to come down further to 
95g/km by 2020. 

SMMT chief executive Paul 
Everitt said: “The new products 
now coming to market 
demonstrate the potential for the 
sustained improvement of 
conventional powertrains, as well 
as the contribution hybrid, 
electric and hydrogen-powered 
vehicles can make. 

“The investment and 
commitment being shown by 
industry should reassure 
Government and society more 
broadly that the objective of low- 
carbon mobility is a shared 
ambition.” 
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Parents ‘pass on 
road rage issues 
to their children’

BMW 6 Series Coupe gets cuter 


PARENTS are passing on road 
rage habits to their learner- 
driver children, according to 
an AA poll. 

Some mothers and fathers also 
set offspring a bad example by 
drinking, using phones and even 
falling asleep when supervising 
learners, the survey showed. 

The most common of the bad 
habits passed on is not using 
mirrors properly followed by 
speeding, not checking for blind 
spots and poor hands-on-the- 
wheel technique when turning. 

As well as getting angry with 
other drivers, other faults include 
braking hard or too late and 
driving too close to the vehicle in 
front. 

The bad habits were reported to 
the AA Driving School whose 
director Simon Douglas said: 
“Learners who combine formal 
lessons from an instructor with 
practice with family or friends 


boost their chances of passing 
their test and are likely to be safer 
drivers.” 

He went on: “But dangerous 
habits are easily passed on, and it 
is alarming to see evidence that 
road rage is being passed on to 
another generation of drivers. 

“Parents should try to set a good 
example with their own driving 
and remember to let the experts 
do the teaching, while they focus 
on helping their children gain 
experience.” 

These are the top 10 bad habits 
passed on by parents to learner 
drivers: 

1. Not using mirrors properly 

2. Speeding 

3. Not checking blind spots 

4. Not handling the wheel properly 
when turning 

5. Braking too hard or late 

6. Driving too close to the vehicle 
in front 

7. Letting the wheel slip through 
the hands

WARMER weather might 
mean you walk or cycle 
more often, but it 
doesn’t mean you can 
take your car’s health 
for granted.

Your MOT certificate 
confirms that your vehicle, 
at the time of its test, 
without dismantling it, met 
the minimum acceptable 
environmental and road 


safety standards required by 
law. You can renew your 
MOT at your local garage up 
to one month before it 
expires without affecting 
your annual expiry date. 

While you’re there, have 
your tires checked 
simultaneously, as even a 


top Formula One driver 
would struggle to drive in 
icy conditions with worn 
tyres. The more tread on 
your tyres the better, as it 
provides extra grip, but the 
legal tread depth minimum 
is 1.6mm. You also have to 
ensure that the tires of your 
vehicle contain the proper 
amount of air pressure. A 
regular check up for your 
car tires is an excellent idea, 
and properly inflated tires 
can cut down the number of 
times you fill up your petrol 
tank over a month. 

Winter may have taken its 
toll on car batteries, but 
some basic maintenance 
can help to prolong battery 
life. The top of your battery 
must be clean and dry, and 
the whole thing must be 
mounted securely on its 
tray. 

You can use baking soda 
combined with water in 
order to avoid having 
corroded and loose battery 
clamps. If your battery is 
over three years old it’s 
worth having it checked 
now to prevent a frustrating 
start to your day.

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Potholes misery Is 
not getting better 


BRITAIN’S motorists are 
having dig deep into their 
pockets as the condition of 
our roads gets worse. 

According to new research from 
the motorist group 
potholes.co.uk, funded by 
insurers Warranty Direct, drivers 
are paying almost £3million a day 
- a £lbillion a year - to repair the 
damage to their cars caused by 
potholes. 

The research examined 150,000 
car warranty policies over a three 
year period and found that every 
year nearly six per cent of vehicles 
suffered axle or suspension 
damage resulting from potholes 
or other road defects. The average 
cost of repairs was £312 but some 
bills reached £4,000. The average 
bill for burst tyres and damaged 
wheels was £277. 

The significant increase in 
potholes - potholes.co.uk 
calculated this to be an increase 
of 39 per cent compared to last 
year - caused by the recent severe 
winter is exacerbating the 
problem. Before they are hit with 
an expensive repair bill, motorists 
are being urged to contact their 
local councils with details of 
potholes and demand action. 


Under the Department of 
Transport’s national code of 
practice any pothole measuring at 
least 4cm in depth and 5cm 
across must be repaired as a 
matter of urgency. 

“This is simply unacceptable, 
when you consider that motorists 
pay £46 billion a year in taxes,” 
said Howard Robinson, chief 
executive of the Road Surface 
Treatments Association (RSTA). 
“The government has recently 
announced an extra £100 million 
to address the problem of our 
deteriorating roads but this does 
not address the real problem 
which is the lack of real binding to 
provide for long-term road 
maintenance not just emergency 
patch and mend”. The RSTA 
calculates that £10 billion is 
necessary to bring our road 
network up to scratch. 

“The national economy, local 
highway budgets and motorist’s 
wallets would all benefit from 
regular road maintenance rather 
than emergency repairs,” said 
Robinson. 

He pointed out that there is 
wide range of surface treatments 
available to ensure long-term 
road performance. They are fast 


to apply, generate no or minimum 
waste, lower the carbon footprint 
of roads and provide cost 
economies that allow authorities 
to get the best value from their 
budgets. 

“The Government needs to 
understand that proper long-term 
maintenance offers far better 
value than short-term patch-and- 
mend, said Robinson. 

“It costs only £2 m2 to surface 
dress and maintain a road but 
costs £75 m2 repair potholes. 
Providing local authorities with 
the right level of funding in the 
first to place to enable them to 
properly maintain the road 
network would be more cost 
effective than emergency pothole 
funding.” 

In the meantime, Robinson 
called upon motorists to contact 
their local councils and demand 
that repairs are carried out: 
“Councils have a duty to ensure 
that roads are safe and worthy. If 
you are unfortunate to hit a 
pothole and damage your car 
make sure that you take a 
photograph of the pothole as 
evidence for future compensation 
claims.”

HAVERHILL’S hopes of finishing in the 
top four of the Ridgeons League, Premier 
Division have suffered a double blow.

He said: “I'm not going to criticise 
referees and I spoke to the referee for about 
15 or 20 minutes after the game, in a good 
manner.

“Rather than slating them, we need to be 
helping them develop. We felt aggrieved by 
the things that happened in the first half.

“They showed their quality in the 
second half. They pay for quality and 
that’s why they’re winning this league at a 
canter, and why they’ll probably win the 
next league up.”
